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A BRIEF HISTORY 
By Charles Robert Ritchie 


Near the north entrance to St. Luke and the Epiphany, fastened 
to a wall, is a recently dedicated plaque, declaring the church a his- 
torical site. This plaque indicates not only recognition by the Phila- 
delphia Historical Commission of the architectural value of the 
Church, but more importantly it is a tribute to the proud role St. 
Luke and the Epiphany has played as a community servant and as 
a place of worship for countless thousands of Philadelphians for over 
a century. 


It would not be unfair to describe St. Luke and the Epiphany 
as a "miniature" of church history in center city Philadelphia. Dis- 
tinguished communicants from all walks of life—many of them of city, 
state and national prominence—have worshipped within its walls for 
generations. 


The list of rectors who have graced the pulpit of St. Luke's reads 
like a Who's Who of the Protestant Episcopal clergy: Dr. George 
Kingsolving, bishop of Texas; Dr. M. A. DeWolfe Howe, bishop of 
Harrisburg; Dr. Joseph Fort Newton, whose writings and sermons 
were widely respected and reached a readership of thousands; the late, 
beloved Dr. Walter M. Haushalter, whose writings achieved national 
acclaim. 


St. Luke and the Epiphany began originally as two separate 
churches. The present church, a union of two churches, was formally 
organized in 1897-8. 


The Church of the Epiphany, the older of the two and razed 
when merged with St. Luke, was founded in 1834. St. Luke, erected 
by the architect Thomas S. Stewart, was organized in 1839 and 
opened in 1840. Dr. Stephen H. Tyng, an outspoken opponent of 
slavery, was Epiphany's first rector. Rev. William W. Spear was 
St. Luke's first rector. 


At the beginning of the Civil War, under the ministry of Dr. 
Richard Newton, kinsman of the later rector Joseph Fort Newton, 
a secret conference of great historical importance was held in the 
church. At the conference churchmen of North and South met and 
agreed to preserve the unity of the Episcopal Church during the war 


years. 


For more than a century, St. Luke and the Epiphany has re- 
mained a steadfast neighbor in a changing environment. Baccalaureate 
services for the Jefferson Memorial Hospital have been held there. 
The church has extended use of its facilities for such groups as the 
Cerebral Palsy Group, the Spruce Street Improvement Association, 
Work for the Blind, the Taylor School, and the Pennsylvania School 
of Nursing.
